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STREET CAR STRIKE 


Greatest in Chicago's History Began 


This Morning. 


Attempt to Run Cars by Non-Union Men Results in 


Riot and ploodshed—Hob of 3,000 Strikers 


Stop Cars, Throw Stones and Break 


Plate Glass Windows. 


Chicago, Nov. 12.—Rioting, 
blood- 


shed, wrecking of cars and mobbing of 
non-union men marked the inaugura- 
tion at 4 o'clock this morning of the 
greatest car strike In the history of 
the city. No such turbulent scenes 
have been witnessed on the streets of 
Chicago since the memorable A. R. U. 
strike in 1894, when many lives were 
lost and m'illions of dollars' worth of 
property destroyed. 


For four hours following the cessa- 


tion of work by the men employed on 
the 21 lines of the Chicago City Rail- 
way company's system, which includes 
every surface road on the South Side, 
a section having approximately 500,000 
inhabitants, quiet prevailed, but the 
storm broke a few mniutes before 8 
o'clock when a number of trains, all 
manned by non-union men, were start- 
ed out of the barns. Scenes of violence 
followed immediately and were con- 
tinued as long as cars were on the 
streets. Train after train was stoned, 
some being tippled over after their 
crews, bleeding from cuts inflicted by 
flying rocks, had abandoned them. Ob 


ning the "owl cars" were at work, and 
by 4 o'clock these also had quit work, 
not to return until the strike is settled 
or broken. 


Before ordering the strike the street 


car men made a last effort to induce 


Three of the trains managed to weath- 
er the storm, but the crews of th'e re- 
maining three abandoned their cars 
and fled to the barns, bleeding from 
numerous wounds. 
One man was so 


badly hurt that he was sent io a hos- 
pital. The mail train was not molest- 
ed, but it could not be moved, as it 
was sandwiched between the fourth 
and sixth trains. 


The first cars to report uptown were 


a number of heavy single coaches op- 
erated on the Wentworth avenue elec- 
tric line. They had an uneventful trip 
until they reached Clark and. Van 
Buren. 
A number of heavy wagons 


blocked their further progress, and in. 
a minute they were bombarded with 
stones from all sides. Windows were 
smashed and holes 
knocked in the 


sides of the coaches. Plate glass win- 
dows in nearby stores were struck by 
the flying missiles, as were 
several 


persons in the great crowd that had 
gathered. 


A squad of police soon dispersed the

Novel Scheme Adopted by William* 


(In.) ClUr.enn to Expand Circula- 
tion—The Co I ii» Have No IiitrliiNin 
Value, but Can De Panned For Mer- 
chandlne and Drliiks. 
Tired of hearing of nn "expanded 


currency" and seeing it only in bargain 
counter lots, the merchants and farm- 
ers of Williams, la., and its vicinity 
have gone into the minting business on 
their own account and are turning out 
barrels of coins—dollars, half dollars, 
quarters and dimes—which pass cur- 
rent for anything from a suave to a 
thrashing machine. The coins are made 
of aluminium, and 
tin individual's 


wealth is gauged by his shape, the 
lumpiest person being the richest be- 
cause the bulging pockets contain hand- 
fuls of flat monej'. 


The coins have practically no intrin- 


sic value, but are redeemable at stores 
for merchandise and at saloons for 
drinks, their value being guaranteed 
by the association of merchants au- 
thorizing their i^sue. 


The h'rst coins minted were given out 


by merchants as rebates on purchase 
on the same basis that thp vancolorec 
trading stamps are issued by merchant 
in the east and were redeemable fo 
their face value in merchandise. S' 
many merchants went into the schem 
and the coins became so plentiful tha 
they began to pass curient as freely a 
authorized coin, and instead of hoard 
ing the aluminium disks for a purchas 
at the store from which they were is 
sued the people began to make smal 
uurchases with them, pay debts and 
use them in poker games. Wh^n th 
men folks found that they could pur 
chase liquid refreshment with the ligh 
weight coins they ceased to turn them 
over to the gocdwife for her to save 
enough to get a grand piano or a seal 
skin sack and kept them m their pock 
ets as they would loose change. 


With the enormous expansion in thi 


issue of these coins, coupled with'thi 
growth of their general use, pockets ari 
now being made longer, and the women 
find the valise-like handbags now af 
fected a real blessing when they star 
out on a shopping ,tour. The size of the 
contribution boxes in the churches has 
been increased, and the only place ii 
town that won't accept the aluminium 
fractional currency is the post office 
Uncle Sain demands money of his own 
kind. 


At Webster, la., the fiat money 


scheme has( also been successfully in 
frpduqecl ,and promises to spread 'oyei 
the state 'lik'e a plague of locusts. Once 
or twice at Webster the coins have been 
at n premium. At present it looks as 
though the aluminium coins would soon 
be the popular medium of exchange for 
the entire west.

Fallen Labor Leader Warns 


Unions'Against Graft. 


ACCEPTS FATE WITHOUT PEOTEST 


"Remember Me." Snyii the Former 


Walking Delegate of the llot»e- 
Bialtli*' Union of New York City In 
Cvunwellnir HI* Fellow* Agninnt 
Temptation—Seadw a. Love Token 
to Hid Wife. 
Samuel J. Parks, the former walking 


delegate of 
the Housesmiths 
and 


Bridgeineu's union of New York city, 
who has twice been convicted of ex- 
torting, money from employers in the 
building- trades, before being taken to 
Sing Sing prison the other day to serve 
his sentence of two years and six 
months made the following statement: 


"Every laboring man in this country 


should remember me for years to come. 
I should be a warning to them. I'm 
the victim of a custom that is older 
than I am, and that is the habit of hav- 
ing money transactions with employ- 
er's. That's put me here. 


"I tell you, and I want the boys to 


know it, that the salvation of the un- 
ions lies in stopping that practice at 
once. They must give up fines, wait- 
ing time, back pay for strikes and ev- 
erything like that. That's the loophole 
through which' this 'grafting,' as they 
call it, creeps in. _ If they don't, in the 
years to come many another good fel- 
low'll be where I am going tomofrowj 


"Don't for a minute think* I mean 


that the labor leaders are 'graftecs' at 
heart. If they are they are'made so. 
And that brings me to say that right 
here in New York city is the crooked- 
est set of men in the world, the em- 
ployers in the building trades. You'Jl 
never see any of them awaiting sen- 
tence; they are too slick. They never 
leave any tracks. But take how they 
work. Why, 1 know and could name 
for you ICO employers of New York 
city—by that I mean the big companies 
as well—who have made a practice of 
using labor unions against competitors. 


•Maybe that isn't a crime! Maybe 


there is no sentence coming to a man, 
for instance, -who will go to a young 
fellow who has been put in authority 
by his union. This young fellow has 
never made more than a couple of dol- 
lars a day in his life betoie. He's on 
the level and wants to help the cause. 


'•The .employer holds out a roll of 


bills bigger fhan anything the young 
felio\\ has ever seen before, 


'See here,' he says, 'I want yon to 


be friendly to me. I don't want any 
rouble. You can look'out for me a lit- 
tle.' 'Bing!' the thing's off. ' 


'•It isn't long before that easy money 


gets easier/ and then comes the propo- 
sition to 'pull' the men on a rival's job 
so tiiat men enough frornrthe iriend caW 
be had. It isnt far from that to having 
a rival employer blacklisted, troubled, 
struck, and after that Where's a foolish 
young fellow to stop? His,head's gone. 
[ know plenty of employers who have 
made fortunes by working that way. 
Some of them know, I know it too. 
Thi-y-'H never be up here. Well, I don't 
iielc. I'm forgetting all the past now. 


"The newspapers have been pretty 


busy with me for the last six months. 
I guess the world has a pretty bad 
opinion of me. That's another thing I 
don't kick about, especially if it's be- 
cause I'm an advocate of force in labor 
unions. I believe in that. That makes 
me out a bad man. but I tell you that 
it's the only way organized labor has 
ever gained anything in New York city. 
Figure it out for yourself. Did arbitra- 
tion raise wages? Not once, but strikes 
did. 
Does arbitration keep nonunion 


men off buildings? Xot much. I re- 
member how that is done. 


'•JIany's the time I have gone to the 


boys and called for volunteers and 
with them gone down town to a build- 
ing where the boys had been struck and 
nonunion men had taken their places. 
It was only a case of waiting around 
the corner until the whistle blew. In 
most cases that was enough. The non- 
union men didn't come back the next 
day. 


*'I was a yoting fellow in Chicago six- 


teen years ago and tried bridge build- 
ing. Of coupe I joined the union, and. 
being pretty husky, it wasn't long be- 
fore the big men noticed me. and I be- 
came a member of what you people 
have been calling the 'entertainment 
committee.' There was lots of work 
for me to do. 


"I spent most of my time outside the 


city. I was on the bridge in Louisville 
when it fell, taking sixty of the boys 
with it. I got out somehow, and then 
in ISOU I cauie on here. The union was 
in n bad way then, and wbeu I was 
eleclod a walking delegate soon after- 
ward I didn't do anything for six 
months but work to iret them together. 
The last time I was at a meeting near- 
ly -3.0W men were on the roils.

The Story of Ii« I'urclinnc by Captain

Una a Very Fine llcll. 
Beneath the outlook in & Xantucke 


Church Is the belfry, in which swings 
the "old Spanish bell." Knowing that 
this is now a Unitarian chui'(j)i, the vis- 
itor will be surprised to see a Catholic 
cross on the bell. If he could read Por- 
tuguese and bad not previously 
quainted himself - with the history of 
the bell he would be still more sur- 
prised at the inscription on it., The 
translation of this inscription is as fol- 
.lows: "To the Good Jesus of the Moun- 
tain the devotees of. Lisbon direct their 
prayers, offering Him one complete set 
of six bells, to call the people to adore 
him in his sanctuary. Jose Domingos 
Dacosta has made it in Lisbon in the 
year 1810." Of course the bell must 
have an interesting history to account 
for tiiis inscription. Thai history is 
briefly as follows: 


A plague was raging in.Lisbon and 


certain people in that city prayed to 
the Virgin. Mary for the cessation of 
the plague and vowed to place a set of 
six bells in the Church of the Good 
Jesus of the Mountain if their prayers 
•were heard. 
"The Mountain" is the 


name of a certain district in the city 
ef Lisbon in which there 'is a very ven- 
erable chnreU called as above. Shortly 
after thi£ the plague ceased, and, ac- 
cepting this as the answer to their 
prayers, these devotees of Lisbon pro-; 
ceeded to fulfill their vows. The work 
of casting these six bells, was intrusted 
to Jose Domingos Dacosta, the best 
bell founder in Lisbon. 


, The six bells had been cast, the mas- 
ter's labors Ahad been crowned with 
success, when Captain Clasby of the 
Nantucket -whaling fleet chanced to 
visit Lisbon. He had long wished to 
buy a bell for use in his native town. 
In company with Captain Cary he 
visited the bell foundry of Jose Do- 
mingos Dacosta. 
Captain Cary, it 


seems,.was a connoisseur in bells. Da- 
costa applied the lever to one bell after 
another as be struck each to ascertain 
its peculiar tone or tone quality, but 
each time Captain Cary said, "That 
will not do." 


At last Dacosta raised and struck 


the bell whose history we are describ- 
ing. Captain Cary was delighted with 
the result. 
"Ah, Clasby," he said, 


"you need look no further. That's the 
bell you want. She is a beauty. She 
sounds "on-B." 


"Well, sir," remarked Dacosta, "we 


consider that to be the finest bell that 
we have in bur .foundry;" 
. .'.-.. 


At first Dacosta demurred and could 


hot see his" way clear to selling the 
bell, since it belonged to the set of 
chimes, designed for the Church of the 
Good Jesus of the Mountain and was 
appropriately inscribed and all, but 
Captaia Clasby would have no other. 
Finally Dacosta decided, since the bell 
had not yet been consecrated and since 
he could cast another to take its place, 
that it would be all right to sell. 


So Captain Clasby bought the bell, 


and it was brought to Kantucket by 
Captain Cary, whose vessel was going 
home first. In.Lisbon, just before he 
set sail, Captain Cary heard of the dec- 
laration- of war with- Great Britain, 
for it was now the year 1812. On the 
way over they_were spoken by a Brit- 
ish sloop of war. Fortunately the Brit- 
isher had been at sea for some time 
and had not yet. heard of the declara- 
tion of war. "The commander asked 
Captain Gary the news, but Captain 
Cary_says be took especial pains not 
to tell all he knew. If he had told, our 
precious bell would" probably never 
have seen NantuckeL It might now be 
either at the bottom of the sea or it 
might be swinging in the tower of 
some English church. 


The bell was landed in Nantucket 


and placed in ttie store cellar of Sam- 
uel Cary, where it remained until 1815, 
when it was purchased and placed in 
the tower where it now hangs. About 
§500 was given for the bell—the society 
paid about $350 and tbe rest was raised 
by subscription. Even some Friends 
or Quakers subscribed. 


After the bell had been in use a little 


while the agents of the historic Old 
South church in Boston heard of it. and 
they sent a letter to the agents oE tfc 
South churcb in Xantucket, saying that 
they had a very good clock in their 
tower, but no bell; that they had heard 
that the South church in Kantucket 
had a very fine bell, and they would 
like to know for bow much the bell 
could be bought. 


The Xantncketers replied that they 


had a. very fine bell in their tower, but 
no dock; that they had beard that tbe 
Old South church had a very fine tower 
clock, and that they would like to 
know the price of the clock. 


The agents offered to pay $1 a pound 


for the bell. Since tbe bell weighs | 


pounds, this would have made 


tbe price $1.57?. making a net profit of 
SI .075 sl»orc the price paid for tbe beil 
and ?1J225 above the amount contrib- 
uted by the society. It seems that tbe 
old XantnckMers must have had some 
sentiment after all and were not purely 


TcaolUc in their spirit- 
If the Xnntuckelers had agreed to 


<=<•)!. as they might have done, our bell 
would probably be hanging in tlie his- 
:or5c tower of Old South churcb in 
Itostoa today. That might have been 
a great honor for the bell, bnt it would 
wive been a great deprivation for Xan- 
tTH-ket. 
Moreover, it would now be

ANIMALS WITH HANDS. 


U«e of the Paws In Conveying 


Food to the Month. 


Kangaroos use their hands very 


-•eadily to hold food in and to put it to 
their mouths. As their fore legs are so 
fhort that they ha\e to browse in a 
stooping position, they seem pleased 
when able to secuie .1 large bunch of 
cabbage or other vegetable provender 
and to hold it in their hands to eat. 
Sometimes the young kangaroo, look- 
Ing out of the pouch, catches one or 
too of the lea^es which the old one 
drops, and the pair maj be seen each 
nibbling at the salad held in their 
hands, one, so to speak, "one floor" 
above the other. In "Alice In Wonder- 
land" the lizaid is always making 
notes on a slate and then tijing to rub 
them out again with his fingers. Many 
lizards' feet are so like hands that it 
is, rather surprising that they are only 
used for running and climbing. But 
that is the main purpose^ to \\h,ich 
lizards apply tUenj.jJFhe slow, delib- 
erate cfaspmg and^, unclasping of a 
chameleon's feet loot like tlie' move- 
ments which the' hands of a sleep- 
walker might ma"ke were he tiying to 
creep down the banisters. The chame- 
leon's are almost deformed hands, yet 
they have a certain superficial resem- 
blance to the feet of the parrots, which' 
more than other birds use the foot for 
many of the purposes of a hand when 
feeding. 


To see many of the smaller rodents- 


ground squirrels, prairie dogs and mar- 
mots—hold their lood, usually in both 
paws, is to Icain a lesson in the dex- 
terous use of hands without thumbs. 
Rats and mice do not, as a rule, 
"clinch" what they hold, bnt meiely

NOTED FINANCIER'S NERVE 


Accidents In Wlilefc Will Sara L. El- 


king Eisplnyea Great Fortitude. 
The late. William L. Elkins of Phila- 


delphia,, millionaire traction magnate 
and financier, was a greiit judge aud 
admirer of horseflesh and a superb rid- 
er, says the Philadelphia Press. Three 
times horses had nearly been the 
death of him. When his country resi- 
dence was at Cold Spring, Pa., some 
years ago he was accustomed, to drive 
out there from Philadelphia after office 
hours. On one occasion his horse ran 
away, threw him out of his carriage, 
and be Avas left stunned and bleeding 
on the roadside. 


Mr. Elkins was always noted for the 


ppssessiou of .great nerve and resolu- 
tion. Upon this occasion when be re- 
covered from the shock he determined 
to walk straight home, two iniies dis- 
tant, although there were a number of 
farmhouses near the road intervening. 
Not only this, but, although in great 
pain.'he picked up a number of articles 
which had dropped from the carriage 
and carried them with him. 


Upon his arrival it was -found that 


his shoulder had been dislocated, four 
ribs .had been- broken and that he had 
sustained other injuries. 
When the 


surgeon was about to administer anaes- 
thetics he declined to have the drag 
used and submitted without a groan to 
the painful series of operations. 


His third accident was the result of a 


horse's fright. He was elected in 1879 
by city councils of Philadelphia as a di- 
rector of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company.. 


Soon after his election by councils be 


paid a visit, iu company with Presi- 
dent Scott and other directors, to 
Grand.Rapids. The party was being 
driven in carriages to the station. 
With Mr. Elkins were Mr. Thaw and 
Mr. Parker Sbortridge. a director of the 
company. The horses became fright- 
ened and began to run. 
Mr. Thaw 


jumped out and escaped uninjured. 
Mr. Elkins was thrown violently into 
the road as the horses made a wild 
dash around a bend. He fell with one 
of his legs doubled under him.twith the 
weight of bis heavy body upon it The 
result was a couipouud fracture of the 
hip bone. 


In connpction with this curious acci- 


dent Mr. Eikius displayed two marked 
traits of bis character—great resolu- 
tion and fortitude' and his love of 
home. 
He :isked to be sent to his 


wife at Philadelphia at once. Tbe sur- 
geon who bad set the broken limb in 
a plaster cast said that tbe journey

.in his face and emotion in his voiee be 
went on to say that a reformed gam- 
bler, whose reform might or might not 
be permanent, but who seemed to be 
much interested in missionary work, 
had given him as a donation twenty 
lottery tickets, each one of which was 
certain of drawing a prize. The sum 
total would be about ?20.000, and with 
that amount he felt he could convert at 
least 50,000 Patagonians, but of late his 
conscience had been pricking him.

He had decided in his own 
mind that it was not. but he wanted to 
hear from others.

con and was glad to have the matter 
settled, hut the look- of anxiety did 
not' leave his face. oWliat should be 
done with the lottery tickets? - The

gambler '' had 
positively 


•pr<-nd of profanity In Clilcnpo.

was glad tJint G. Gentle had arrived In 
Jericho and glud that he uad brought 
lottery tickets along with him. 


The 1hlr<! vlcllm was Deacon Spoon- 


er. He had read of the Putacoiiians in 
history, and 
lit- «1I<1 not believe that 


money got through a lottery scheme 
would elevate their moral standard. 
That same money, however, if judi- 
ciously expended In buying wooden 
legs und killing off potato bugs would 
lirlng blessings to mankind. The de-a- 
eon grew enthusiastic as be talked, and 
he decided to take, two tickets. 


Then Good Fellow D^avis, Truenian 


Clapliam and MoseSf Taylor were strug- 
gled with and became the possessors 
of a ticket apiece, and at the end of a 
fortnight the twenty tickets hud been 
sold and G. Gentle had taken his dys- 
pepsia to some other locality. 


Then ensued a period of awful sus- 


pense in Jericho. The dewing was to 
take place on the 1st of the month, ten 
days after G. Gentle bndf olded his 
tent. Each one who had purchased a 
ticket was supposed to be the only one, 
although every man doubted his neigh-
